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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses the claimed filtering process using the 
electromechanical filtering unit for the removal of catalyst particles from a hydrocarbon 
liquid, wherein the unit comprising a conduit capable of conducting electricity, at least 
one first electrode connectable to a high voltage power supply and at least one second 
electrode having a plurality of openings which is connected to earth, wherein the 
electrodes are positioned within the conduit such that electricity can pass between the 
electrodes via the conduit, wherein the solid catalyst particles attach themselves to the 
second electrode and a hydrocarbon liquid with a reduced solids content passing 
through the conduit.
